Three Soldiers and the En 


giueer Killed. 


STKIKEKS UNSI'IKE THE KAIL 


For a Distance of About 100 Fee 


and Cover Their Work 


With Saiid. 


SACKAMKNTO, Cal., July 11.—Samue 


11. Clark, engineer, Private Jlynie 
Private Lubber/ding and Private Clark 
Such is the correct list of the killed in 
the derailment of tbe train two mile 
-and a half below this city this afternoon 


Tbe wounded are Private Dautnler 


injured about the head; Private Wat 
eon, left leg seriously, lacerated; Private 
Dugan, left arm cut off; Private Ellis 
internally injured. It is believed Daum 
ler cannot survive. 


Tbe derailment of the train today has 


resulted in severe condemnation of tl: 
etrikera. Many of their sympathizers 
have deserted them eiiice tbe dastardly 
work of today, and openly declared thai 
they will be against them in the future 


Shortly after G o'clock this raoniinj, 


the steamers Alameda and Acme, carry- 
ing regular troops, steamed up tbo river 
nnd lauded at the Y street levee. They 
were met by several companies of mili- 
tia, who had been ordered to keep the 
crowd hack, fearing an attack by strik- 
ers and tbcir sympathizers. 


Shortly after 7 o'elotsk tbe regulars 


marched toward tbe depot, headed by 
Colonel Graham a.id staff. After them 
came tbe Hotcbkiss and Galling guns, 
guarded by a foot battery and marines. 
The cavalry was in tbe rear, AH tbe 
troops marched up Second street there 
was a rush of spectators to tbe depot, 
but they were quickly dispersed. The 
strikers had abandoned tbe situation, 
and were nowhere to be seen. Sentries 
were at once detailed to keep the crowd 
at a safe distance from the depot. 
The 


Catling gune wore trained on the depot, 
and the sentries cleared a apace in 
front of tlie depot of about 150 feet. 


After a conference with Superintend- 


ent Fillinore, Colonel Graham ordered 
hia officers to drive everyone out of the 
depot, including tbe newspaper report- 
ore. Division Superintendent Wright 
then proceeded with tho aid of a switch 
engine to clear the main track. 
After 


this had been done orders were issued 
to take the eastern overland, which bus 
been delayed here since the organiza- 
tion of tbe Btrikti, to San Fntncitjco. 
.Sam Clark, one of the oldest engineers 
in the emjiloy of the company, took 
charge of the engine, and a man named 
Dan Kemp, a railroad employe, acted as 
iireman and Reynolds was conductor. 


Acting under instructions from Ocn- 


criiUiraham nineteen regulars of but- 
tery L, Fifth artillery, accompanied the 
tram. As tbe train pulled out of the 
depot an ominous silence prevailed. 
The strikers wore evidently not in a 
Inippy mood, and frequently hinted that 
the train would not reach San Fran- 
cifico. Such proved to ho the truth. 
Shortly n/tor thu train left tho depot 
word \V:IB "received here that it had been 
fired upon by tho strikers and ditched, 
and tnat Engineer Clark had been 
killed by a bullet and several regulars 
pcriR.icd in the, wreck. Later advices 
eltovv that iiol a''abot was lired. Tho 
strikers bud u'ngpiked tho mils for a 
distance of about 100 feet, and covered 
their dastardly' work with Band. lin- 
ginecr Clark, notwithstanding that he 
was on tlie alert for such 
tactics, 


plunged into tbo trap. The engine went 
over, bottom up, and landed in BIX. feet 
of water. The next two cura were piled 
on top. Engineer Sam It. Clark. 
Private 
Clarke. Private Byrne and 


Private hubberding all went under. 
Their bodies are still under tbo wreck in 
six feet of water. Private Dugan's arm 
was caught between tbe car and a beam 
of the trestle and mit clean off. Private 
Daumler wan hurt in the bead. Private 
Wilson had his leg lacerated. Private 
Ellis was internally hurt. Daumlerand 
Dugan will die. 


'nio wreck was caused by a rail hav- 


ing been taken up, the spikes pulled, 
the lish plateti removed, and then tlie 
rail put back again in place. 


Shortly after the report that tbe train 


had been derailed Division Superintend- 
ent Wright ordered a wrecking crew to 
tbo scene. General Graham also gent a 
company of cavalry to head olVtbe per- 
petratorn. Shortly after 4 o'clock this 
afternoon the wounded men 
were 


brought to Una city and immediately 
taken to the railroad hospital where 
their injuries were dressed. 
Tlie regu- 


lara arc in an ugly mood on account of 
the death and injury to their comrades, 
and seem anxious for a skirmish with 
the strikers. Many of them claim, that 
General Superintendent Fillmore as- 
sured General Graham that the road 
had 
been carefully gone over and 


further declared that he knew that the 
strikers would not resort to any desper- 
ate measures to win the strike, and un- 
til he had assured General Graham of 
tlie supposed good condition of the road 
the latter declined to send au. escort 
with the train to San Francisco. 


Harry Knox, leader of the strikers, 


baa imbued tlie following: "I desire to 
state in behalf of the American Kail- 
way Union that this order had not tbe 
remotest connection with ditching the 
train between Sacramento and Da- 
viaviile this ultcrnoon, by which sev- 
eral persons lost their lives. We con- 
demn this act &s outrageous and bar- 
barous, ami entirely contrary to the 
spiril of the American Railway Union, 
which is engaged in an honorable strug- 
gle in the interest of labor, and is op- 
posed to violence or sacrifice of human 
life. If "this act were done by sympa- 
thizers, we regret it more, as it is calcu- 
lated to injure rather than help iia. We 
sincerely trust that thia first act of vio- 
lence will he the lust." 


Orders were niven this evening to ex- 


tend the guard lines to I street, fully a 
block from the depot. This ia to pre- 
vent the strikers from getting near the 
company's property.

SAX .FRANCISCO, July 11,—For ove 


twenty-four hours tlm United State 
regulars have been in the Held in Nortt 
ern California, but the railroad bloc bat! 
haa not been broken. In fact the eitua 
tion tonight is more serious tbaii it Ii 
been at any time heretofore. Iluaiu 
lives have been sacrificed at Sacramentc 
in u horror, which the strikers are in 
cused of having perpetrated. All of tl; 
victim a but one were soldiers. As 
result the feelings of the etrikera an 
soldiers in the field have been wrougli 
upon until the men composing the con 
tending forces are not only as deter 
mined as before, but ugly and desper 
ate. It is clear that the strikers realiz 
he folly oi openly resisting the Unite< 
States army, as they have resisted al 
lie municipal and State authority. 


From the dastardly tactics employe 


ihis afternoon at Sacramento anaiii. 
,lie regulars and the railroad coinpani 
t is apparent, however, that the inori 
jarbarous and more deadly tactics o 
ucrilla warfare are to be resorted to 
Vice during the day were the troops 
mbuabed. 'the first" attack from un- 
ler cover wan early in the morning.

Kotwitbstttndiui: tlie evident impos- 


sibility o! Betting »p the boycoitfts a 
permanent means of redressing wrong, 
public nntimunt was overwhelmingly 
with organized labor from tbo beginning 
of its present etriiRgle with orKauUed 
capiUl until the original methods of 
the striking workmen were changed to 
open resistance of elate and federal law 
in taking and holding unlawful pontjes- 
aion of property and otherwise defying 
the mandates of constituted authority. 
From that time public sympathy lias 
been Drifting away from its natural place 
with the bone and alnow of the land , and 
every day which witnesses Buch events 
OB those which* have been occurring at 
Sacramento can only result in alienat- 
ing the friends of organized labor and 
weakening the cause which it repre- 
sents. 


ThcflO are lacta to be deplored, for the 


ititcreBte of the people of right belong to 
and Bhould be with labor as again at the 
iclQahnese, corruption and oppression 
of tho corporations, but they are none 
the less facta which cannot be denied and 
muit be given the consideration which 
their importance demands. 


Whenever organized labor abandons 


legitimate grounds, and by its acts if 
not by its professions adopts lawlessness 
as- its course ot action, disaster to its 
cause inevitably follows. Public sym- 
pathy for it is etrong and animosity to 
the corporations is intense, but beyond 
and above all this is fealty to law and 
order in the minda of the large ma- 
jority. 


Opposition to the establishment of 


law and order by whatever force that 
may be neccesary will not stand the 
light of investigation and candid con- 
sideration. According to the principles 
of this contest as announced by the 
leader of the striking workmen no in- 
justice to them can follow the establish- 
ment of perfect order. Their whole 
Btrength— and their only 
legitimate 


strength— lies in their ability, by the 
force of organization and moral suasion, 
to deprive the railroad of men with 
which to carry on their business. The 
presence of United States troops or any 
other legal power cannot prevent them 
from doing that. The government can- 
not compel men to work against their 
will. It may arreet the leader of the 
boycott for conspiracy to stop the mails, 
but it has no power to compel workmen 
to run the trains. Military or no mili- 
tary, the strike can lie made suc- 
cessful if enough workmen can be 
induced to join 
it. 
If they can- 


not be induced to join it or 
fail 


to fllay with it 
defeat is inevita- 


ble, for there can only be one result of 
& resort 1o violence and destruction. 


The only hope of organized labor in 


this fight lies in a prompt submission to 
the laws of the country, for the moral 
efleet, the effect which will find ex- 
pression in the ballots cast by the peo- 
ple at future elections, is of far more 
imporUnce to the cause of labor than 
» either triumph or defeat in the pres- 
ent contest.

is much less real danger in tho hot-beds 
of anarchy thnn there is in tho preva- 
lence of anarchistic sentiment among 
people who would hotly resent any im- 
putation ugitinst their good citizenship.

Tho destiny of this government mual 


be fought out by tbo means provided in 
the constitution, and necessary reformi 
must be effected by newly awakened 
sentiments of patriotism and honest de- 
votion to free institutions. The conn 
eoilors of violence are discouragiugly 
numerous at present, but better judg 
incnt must soon prevail, and tbe work 
of building anew upon tho foundation 
laid by the patriot fathers must be 
earnestly carried forward, not by frothj 
demagogues nnd vicious advocates o 
lawlessness, but by that better am 
more numerous element of American 
citizenship which retains its virtue am 
its reason amid Hie moat trying con 
ditions.

It did not take the old stagers in the 


convention very loug to detect the facl 
that a ekillful but studiously concealed 
Land was guiding the affaire of the con- 
vention, and tlmt the hand belonged to 
Johnny Nonn, the saloon keeper, lie 
TVas tlio Bilent representative of certain 
interests and'had forty-two solid votee 
to cast where, they, would do (he.most 
pood. Tom Bates also feaw 'that thcae 
forty-two votes were cast for the 'nom- 
inees who were felt to be deserving of 
them.

It was in this way that Mordecai

The Noun fortv-two were to stay with 


Prince aa long as there was* a.possibility 
of hid (retting oihervptes, but when that 
wus seen lo be impossible thoy were 
ev ittiiu-d off to Warlbw.

«.ikgu h-.inl to defeat IVLnce, and in so 
d'.ing brought the would-be county 
clerk in. antagonism with him. The 
finger was held up and the solid forty- 
two threw their strength to El more, aud 
that was the hiet of Mr. Clark. 


It is "Boss" Noon now. 


The second day'e session of the Dem- 


ocratic county convention opened in Ar- 
mory hall ut"lO.;W a.m. yesterday. Tlie 
contest for some of the otficea was keen 
anil protracted, and in the early part of 
the day considerable time was cut to 
wuele in nomiimtiori speeches and in 
second! UK iioiitinations. It 
begun to 


look at the noon recess aa if the con- 
vention would extend to a third day, 
niid as tliu country delegates were anx- 
ious to net home, n disposition was BOOH 
manifested to Ml on "windy" and gush- 
ing oralore.

The resolu- 
tions were unanimously adopted and 
copies of them or. it red to be t&ut to the 
relatives of the deceased. 


Clmirmiin McMulliti then vacated the 


chair in unlcr to nominate G. W. Smith 
lor sScriiT, elating that he hoped the 
nomination would be uiude by acclama- 
tion. T. K. Alexander of Temperance 
colony t-i-eondeil, and the secretary was 
niithoriw'.l to nift the ballet of the con- 
vention for Mr. Hinith. 


BTILIj WITHOUT A 1'LATTnltH. 


There wars anxious inquiries for the 


report of the committee on platform and 
resolutions, hut the members were not 
yet ready and the district attorneysbip 
nomination was taken up. 


J. G. Vtiger of Uulmont named George 


L. Warloiv and T. F. Alexander sec- 
onded the nomination. 


Carroll Ghent submitted the name of 


K. G. Coldwell, who was indorsed bv 
George E. Ohurc.h in a speech filled with 
diBparuging references to Republican 
nominees. 


A. A. Smith of Kingeburg named 


Dante K. Prince, who was seconded by 
Gfor>;e Hood and K. B. Harland of 
White's Bridge. 


Jamca (jullagher of Fresno indorsed 


Warlow in u upuech which exceeded the 
time limit, and was chiefly noteworthy 
for the opinion expressed that the sa- 
loon and initi-ealoon iseue ought toi be 
kapt out of the district attorney's office. 
He spoke in bitter terms of the action 
of Urn present district attorney in thia 
regard. 


JE. ll. Edwards had heard nothing of 


the ealoun question being dragged into 
this contest, and sat on the previous 
epeaker. Ue indorsed Cold well'a nomi- 
nation. 
• The liret ballot allowed that the con- 
test would be a nurd one. Out of the 
202 votes cast Warlow received 75, Gold- 
well 6tf and Priuce 61; necessary to a 
choice 102.

KAMI MlSlIKrUESKMTATIOX. 


The financial depresBion of the past 


year is charged to thirty years of vicion 
and class legislation by the Kcpuhlicai 
party. The demonetization of eilver li. 
1873, and n hiph war tariff, gradually 
diverted the wealth of the country into 
the hands of a lew corporations, and the 
great mass of the agricultural popula- 
tion are on the verge of bankruptcy. 
Tho platform reads: "We denounce tlie 
action of the Republican press and the 
leaders of that party in attributing the 
evil effects ol their own acts to causes 
that do'not exist, and their false and 
unnecessary clamor being raised for the 
sole purpose of continuing a policy that 
has brought upon the country only dis- 
aster and ruin."

;ive every encouragement to the coc- 
itruction and maintenance of an outlet 
[>y water, owned and controlled by peo- 
ple living in this valley as an independ- 
ent competing line to tide water, with- 
out the outrageous exactions and arhi- 
rary stoppage of trains, leaving the 
crops to rot when it does not suit the 
Measure of HIB railroad company to run 
tficars. 


After an absolute indorsement of the 


anal project it is recommended that 
he government assume the immediate 
untrol of the Pacific railroads, of which 
t is already the substantial owner, and 
iperate ;hem at bare coat in the inter- 
at of the people. 
The platform is opposed to the owner- 


ship of lands in this country by any 
tereoua except citizens of the United 
States, and the public lauds to be dis- 
)09ed of to actual settlers only. Not 
inly Chinese, but all other undesirable 
mmigration should be prohibited, to 
he end that our own people may own 
ind possess the public hinds, not dis- 
J05cd of, aud that their opportunities 
or employment may not be curtailed 
»y the influence of foreign laborers. 


AN AMIIKUIOUS I'l.AXK. 


The flense of the convention is dc- 
lared not to be in favor of gold mono- 
metallism or silver monometallism, but 
tiat £old and silver should be coined at 
uch ratio as to retain both metals in 
irculation ; that in making thu adjuat- 
ncnt it should he determined whether 
old has risen or tjilvcr has fallen, and 
rhcther there should be a change of the 
old dollar, or the silver dollar, or both. 
In the mutter of economy in county 
diitinietraUon the platform is radical. 
t maintains thst-the county is run ut 
oo great an expense in these times of 
meiiiean depression :i:id fcilliire of crops, 
'he taxes are out of proportion to the 
•allies of property or sums remixed. 
Nominees are pledged in advance that, 
f dec-ted, thev will dispense with all 
leputieu or other help nut absolutely 
leeesaury to perform the work of the 
flhx', with the perann elected himself 
tcrforming a full day's labor. 


TWO fiWKIUOK Ci>U«T« UNOUdll. 


With Made™ county eu* off the con- 


tention declares its conviction that the 
wo superior courts can perform all the 
msincsa of tho county, with the saving 
of salary of juuue, clerka, deputies, etc., 
and that the act establishing the third 
lep&rtment should be repealed. 
The 


oca! state senator and nsBemblymon are 
tledged to do all in their power to ac- 
jompltsli thid result. 


The convention denounces the system 


now practiced by the Kepublicun ollice 
lolders of the county who have secured 
ollice by pledges of economy and con- 
.inually scramble before the supervisors 
and the legislature to keep up their ex- 
orbitant salaries ami fees, and yet levy 
assessments on their deputies to perpet- 
uate themselves and their party in pow- 
er, as not only flagrantly lalse to their 
pledges, but in open violation of the 
laws of the land. 


DKMOCItATKJ BUl'KllVISOHS rONIlKM.VKI). 
While good roads are a consideration, 


nevertheless the enormous exactions for 
thie purpose, averaging $80,000 to $100,- 
000 a year, are unjust and oppressive, 
and demand such a change in the state 
law as will insure the proper application 
of the county fnntls. The platform is 
also in favor of special roadimislers, to 
be elected by the people of the several 
road districts. 


Tlie convention ie declared to be un- 


alterably opposed to the present county 
government act, and denounces it as an 
outrageous and unjust tax on the tax- 
payers of the county, and pledgee its 
representatives to a reduction of ex- 
penses in the various ofliccs of the 
county, as follows: Recorder, present 
salary J3000 and leca, to receive $2000, 
one deputy at $100 and one at $75 per 
month; copyists to receive 6 cents por 
folio.

Sheriff, present salary $8000, 
besides deputies and feea, to receive 
$6000, one deputy at (125 a month, one 
at $100, one at $75, and two bailiffs at

District attorney, now $i),G30 a 
year, etc., to receive hereafter $2,500 a 
year; one deputy at $160 and one at 
(125 a month. No fees, commissions or 
expenses to be allowed any of the 
oQlcials before mentioned. The time of 
the sessions of the board of supervisors 
to be limited and their per diem re- 
duced to a sum not to exceed $5. All 
the legislation thus favored to take 
effect immediately after its passage. 


The report was adopted without de- 


bate and unanimously.
